The en@my was located in the woods at 4 
deck, showing signs of retiring, as the 
tehéels were being pressed very hard.

The 
fighting was still in progress at 5 o'clock, 
t which time the americans had secured 
quantity of Filipino arms which had 
ken abandoned in the woods.

noon another serious riot broke out, and 
one non-union street railway employee 
was sent to the hospital in consequence.

Von Buelow Declares All Damages Sus-

KAISER'S SUBJECT WILL BE PROTECTED 


Emperor William Will Take No Part 
in Settling the Strife Between 
the Two Factions on the Is- 
lands, but Will Watch 
Results. 


Berlin, June 19.—In the reichstag today 
the Anglo-German treaty was referred to a 
committee of twenty-one members. 


of the debate, Herr 
Liebermann Von attacked 
Great Britain's proceedings in Samoa. The 
minister of foreign affairs, Baron Von Bue- 
low, replied, saying: 

‘T have no objection to again define our 
attitude on the Samoan question. We shall 
not depart from the stipulations of the Sa- 
mca treaty, nor allow others to turn us 
from our course. We recognize the rights 
of others while maintaining our own.” 

The following minister also said: 

‘‘We shall provide for full indemni- 
fication of the Germans whose prop- 
erty was destroyed by illegal British 
or American actions. 

After alluding to the powers of the high 
commission, Germany's insistence on the 
people of @e unanimity in its decisions and 
the provisional assumption of the govern- 
ment of Samoa by the commission “under 
whose direction the maritime and consular 
representatives were instructed to place 
themselves,”’ the minister read dispatches 
outlining the situation, as already fully 
known, the only new principle being the 
commissioner's statement that the commis- 
sion received Malietoa Tanus and Ma- 
taafa, as having equal rights as party lead- 
ers, and the announcement that the possi- 
bility of strife may be ended by the aboll- 
tion of the kingship. Baron Von Buelow 
said, in conclusion: 

“I repeat emphatically I will take no side 
in the local disputes or in regard to the 
candidates for throne. We do not approve 
of the partisanship of the agents of other 
powers in behalf of Malietoa Tanus. 

‘‘Another task before us is to see our sub- 
ject in Samoa indemnified, in accordance 
with the principles of the laws of nations, 
for losses through destruction of property 
or illegal arrest. (Loud cheers.) 

“This question, however, will only be ripe

ZORN COMES BACK FROM BERLIN.

Owing to Emperor’s Absence Confer- 
ences Were Held with Officials. 
The Hague, June 19.—Dr. Zorn, the mem- 
ber of the German delegation to the Iinter- 
national peace conference, who was dis- 
patched Friday ‘by Count von Munster, the 
chief German delegate, after a conference 
with his colleagues, to thform ‘Emperor 
William personally of the condition of af- 
fairs in regard to the bvard of arbitration 
question, returned to Scheviningen today 
from ‘Beriln. I: is said, however, that 
owing to the adsence of the emperor Dr. 
Zorn was only able to consult with the 

officials of the German foreign office. 

Dr. Zorn is discreetly reticent regarding 
his mission, but it is understood he ob- 
tained the impression a: Berlin that all 
hope need not be abandoned of effecting 
an understanding regarding the organiza- 
tion of an arbitration board by amalga- 
mating the various schemes. 

It {s expected that MHmperor William will 
reach a decision this week, ‘Matters, 
therefore, remain unchanged, and the 
drafting committee will not meet until 
the kaiser’s decision is known. The gen- 
desire of the conference favors an 
established arbitration ‘tribunal, recourse 
to which shall 'be optional. It is believed 
that if Germany declines to participate, the 
other powers will still achieve some such 
result (before separating. They may decide 
upon a draft scheme, pending Germany's 


decision.

All mem- 
bers of the force are strictly forbidden 
from drinking any intoxicating drink 
while on duty or when off active duty, 
while wearing part of their uniform.

The fact of the tent flaps being shut down 
when found, would seem to preclude the 
possibility of Daly’s body having been 
eaten by animals.

Mitchell appointed the following commit- 
tee, which will make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the public and private doings of 
Mayor Woodward and report the same to 
the council at the earliest time possible: 
Councilman Parks, chairman; Al- 


dermen Rice and Kilpatrick and Coun- 
cilmen Roy and Burns. 


Councilman Parks will leave the city to- 
day for Augusta and will return Thursday, 
He will then call a meeting of his commit- 
tee and proceed with the investigation. 


“The work of this committee,” said 
Mr. Parks to a Constitution represen- 
tative after the council meeting yes- 
terday, “‘will be thorough and careful. 
Grave charges have been made against 
our mayor. If he is guilty we will find 
it out; if he is innocent we will glad- 
ly proclaim it to the world. It is jus- 
tice to Mayor Woodward that we in- 
vestigate the matter, and the people 
are demanding it.

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HISTORIC CITIES OF EUROPE, 
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I. ATHENS. 
BY EDWIN A, GROSVENOR, M. A, 


The name of Athens is the synonym of 
ancient literature and art. No other city 
Was the birthplace or became the residence 
Of so many superior men. Nor was there 
& department of mental activity—aistory 
Oratory, philosophy, tragedy, comedy, arch- 
itecture, sculpture, painting—in which her 
mative or adopted sons were not. the ac- 
knowledged mas: rs. It was the intellect- 
ual life of Athens which made her re- 
nhowned. This indeed was but one among 
her other glories, but !: was her chief 
Slory. In the eyes of posterity this pre- 
eminence redeems the follies and crimes of 
her innocent populace, eclipses all her 
Many other claims to distinction and ren- 
ders her name immortal. In her peculfar 
realm she ts unique and unrivaled. In de- 
Velopment of imperial power and law 
She yields to Rome: in the creation or 
moMing of the world’s religion, to Jeru- 
Salem; in the assembiing within a definite 
area af the cosmopolitan in matrue and race, 
to Constantinople, But in the dominion of 
mind she is the acknowledged queen. No 
Other city of any age disputes her crown. 
No other flashes with so many stars, 

As we trace her cueckered history 
through thousands of years down from the 
huts of Cecrops to the resurrected royal

high. Precipitious on the north, east and 
south, it is accessible only on the west. 
Acoording to tradition it was once torn 
by a mighty earthquake from ‘the enighbor- 
Ing masses of the Pnyx and Lycabettus 
and left in majesty as the cragyy monarch 
of the plain. As Gibralter towers above 
the sea, so does this tower albove the low- 
lands at its base. 

On that rock the Hfe of Athens bagan fn 
& remote age, to which authentic history 
does not reach and which mythology in- 
vests with misty grandeur. From the be- 
ginning Athens has been that rock and 
that rock has been Athens. Around it as 
axis Athenian events have revolved. It {s 
the world-famous Acropolis. The meaning 
of the name i{s the upper city or ocltadel. 
The name has since been often applied to 
the highest or fortified part of other 
cities. Still, when one apeaks of the 
“Acropotis’’ always the great rock af 
Athens is meant. 

To that rock the Ahtentan poets and ora- 
tors always referred with pride and rev- 
erence. In the heroic age, when the pagan 
gods were thought to dwell with men and 
when men nivaled the gods, it was the re- 
puted scene of divine exploits. Neptune 
and Minerva, or as the Greeks called her, 
Pallas Athena, were both desirous to be- 
come the taltelar deity of the nascent 
city. On the broad. surface of the rock 
they contended for mastery. Their rivalry 
efed with the triumph of the goddess, 
From her the city was called Athenae or 
Athens. : 
The Athenians beloved they enojyed the 
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capital of today, always present is the 
dominating consciousness of what the 
Athenlan mind has been and has achieved. 
The precious contributions of Athens to 
human Iiberty at Marathon and Salamis, 
and even that passion for liberty of which 
those victories were the result, seem rele- 
gated to an inferior plane. Her adventur- 
Ous maritime and commercial daring, 
which found an occaston for exploits on 
every sea, is almost forgotten. Omnipres- 
ent and overshadowing is the realization 
of that wonderful classic apirit which 
made nature no less than human speech 
tributary in the expression of great 
thoughts and truths, and thereby pre- 
Served them as a Jegacy for all time. As 
college graduates look back, each with 
grateful reverence to his alma mater, so do 
the nations look back to her, for in the 
childhood of the race she was the teacher 
of mankind. 

It is difffeult to realize that her brilliant 
period was of so short duration, Inasmuch 
as its light is so dazzling and shines so 
far. It continued, indeed, for generations, 
for a few brief centuries, vet in compari- 
s0n with long cycles of history, it was me- 
teoric in its splendor. Though succeeded 
by other burst of radiance, 
real flashing had ended before the Chris- 
tlon era. 

Why destiny !s so economical of great 
epochs it is impossible to tell. There have 
been few since man appeared upon the 
globe. None of them have lasted Iong. 
They have come withou: anticipation and 
unheralded. Not contemporaries, but men 
of later times, have recognized their in- 
tensity. Not in the present of their ex- 
istence, but in the after future, has their 
full influence been felt. So was it with 
that marvelous age which gave Athens its 
immortality. Europe and America 2.000 
years afterwards are more really its debt- 
ors than were men then alive. 

Nor has national influence been measured 
by extended territory or teeming popula- 
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peculiar and tender protection of Pallas 
Athena. Every religion has a large part 
In determining the character and acts of 
its followers. A people, though always 
inferior to the object vr its adoration, 
takes on something of the natiire of the 
object adored. The intimate devotion of 
the A'tthenians to their divine patron was 
no less marked in its results. Except 
among the Hebrews, nowhere in antiquity 
was religion so interwoven with, and so 
influential over daily life and thought, 
as among the Greeks. Athena was the 
goddess of wisdom in its most comprehen- 
Sive sense. Wharever the mind could con- 
ceive and the hand execute in creation of 
the useful and the elegapt was asribed to 
her. She herself was reason incarnate 
in a divine form. Though the twelve gods 
of Olympus claimed the worship of every 
Greek heart, at Athens Athena with her 
transcendent personality overshadowed all 
the rest. That which she represented and 
of which she was the glorified type was 
ever prominent for the constant and al- 
most undivided veneration of a people vi- 
vamious and mercurial but devout. Argos 
Was consecrate to Juno, Corinth to Venus, 
Athens to Athena. Inevitably each aity in 
time revealed something of the attributes 
being it most worshiped, 

Not a single deity of the Greek Olympus 
has worshiper today. But when their 
existence was believed in thelr influence 
was immense. In !ts passionate faith in 
the broad-minded Athena, equally wise and 
pure, the Athenian intellect found its orig- 
Inal inspiration. Therefrom jit received its 
fifst impulse toward the beautiful in nature 
and art. Thereby it was made to differ in 
its ideal from the intellect of every other 
ancient peaple. This was the just cause of 
Athenian greatness. 

The half-legendary Codrus {is the last of 
the ancient Athenian kings. The hostile 
Dorians had invaded Attica. The oracle 
declared victory certain for that people 
whose king should perish @irs'. Codrus,

large upon the horizon of , 
less than that of Indiana or Maine. 
the map of continental Europe it occupies 
only an insignificant spot at the southern 
extreinity. The province of Ajttica, of 
which Aithens was the capital and ‘heart 
and soul, included a territory of less than 
800 square miles. Athens itself, even when 
most powerful and when its navies whiten- 
ed every sea, never embraced within its 
walis a population of more than 200,000 
people. There are twenty-three cities In 
the Untited States today which boast a 
larger number of inhabitants than Athens 
ever possessed in its proudest days. ver 
the marvel grows that so small a group of 
human beings, crowded within a contract- 
ed space, could have been and have done 
so much. 

Attica is the most eastern of the twenty 
petty distwtcts or provinces which make 
uD ancient Greece. A narrow triangu.ar 
peninsula, united at the north to the main- 
land, it stretches souchward into the 
Aegean sea. Neariy in the middie of this 
district is a plain inclosed on three sides 
by mountains and on the west reaching 
to the Saronic gulf. Not far from the 
center of the plain rises an enormous rock 
more than 1,100 feet long, 500 broad and 150 


—" 


assuming a disguise, entered the Dorian 
camp and provoked a quarrel in which he 
was slain. The invaders were panic- 
stricken when they learned the identity of 
their victim and retired in consternation. 
Thereupon the grateful Athenians abolish- 
ed the roya’ office, declaring that thence- 
forth no once should bear the same title 
as their deliverer. A new office was cre- 
ated, filled by a magistrate called archon 
or ruler. First one archon elected for 
life, than an archon elected for ten years, 
and finally nine archons, elected annually 
for one.year, exercised the supreme au- 
thority. 

But the inhabitants consisted of three 
Classes—the nobles, the freemen and the 
Siaves. All political power was in the 
hands of the first class. The freemen were 
really as disfranchised as were the siaves. 
They were sullen and discontented. The 
strife began which was eventually to end 
in the success of the Athenian democra- 
cy. That strife was bitter and long con- 
tinued, There were no written laws. Dra- 
co, one of the no>les, was intrmted with 
the compilation of a code. Because of 
their severity the laws he framed were 
said to be written in blood and have be- 
come a proverb. 


At last Solon appeared, A soldier, a 


| statesman and a patriot, he was able to 


introduce timely legislation. His measures 
were marked by wonderful tact, He strove 
to disregard the claims of both and to 
make every citizen an interested partici- 
pant in publHe affairs. By a curious pro- 
vision he declared that any man was 
dishonored and should be disfranchised 
who, in time of party strife, remained In- 
different and did not act with either side. 
Up to that Ume in no other state had the 
attempt been so efficiently made to iden- 
tify all tn some degree with the general 
welfare. 

None the less, the extension of the suf- 
frage gave opportunity for the schemes of 
demagogues. The crafty and unscrupu- 
lous Pigistratus, the ostensible champion 
of the lower classes, seized Acropolis. For 
thirty-three years, though twice expelled, 
he ruled Athens as its master. His ille- 
gal despotism was enlightened, and on 
the whole beneficent. He governed mild- 
ly, favored literature and the arts, erected 
numerous splendid public buildings and 
greatly enriched and adorned the city. 
His two sons continued his rule, but did 
not enjoy like success. The one was as- 
sassinated and the other exiled four years 
afterwards. 

For half a century the censtitution of 

Solon, though not repealea, had not been 
enforced. It was now revived. Clisthenes 
had become the most profhinent man in the 
state and the leader of the common peo- 
ple or freemen. Against him was pitted 
Isagoras, the chief of the aristocratic fac- 
tion. Henceforth for centuries the specta- 
cle was to be seen in Athens of two par- 
ties, each following a ‘leader and employ- 
ing every device to secure supremacy. 
CHsthenes won by stil further populariz- 
ing the constitution and by rendering the 
Athenian government still more democrat- 
ic. Isagoras, stinging with defeat, sought 
the help of Sparta. 
* The mutual! hostility of Athens and Spar- 
‘ta was traditional. Sparta belonged to 
the Dorlan family of Greeks, which was 
conservative and aristocratic: Athens was 
Ionian and democratic. Elther would 
gladly seize a pretext to humble or weak- 
en the other. Sparta accepted the over- 
tures of Jsagoras, but her interference 
only caused her ignominous defeat. The 
Athenian democracy was firmly establish- 
ed. In Athens each freeman was to have 
part in the honor and responsibility of 
power. The established principle § and 
practice of self-government by the poo- 
ple was the second cause of Athenian 
greatness.

Important Convention To Be Held in 
Macon Next Month. 


SAMPLES OF GEORGIA WHEAT 


Will Be Displayed for the Inspection 
of Farmers 


BY THOSE WHO HAVE BEEN EXPERIMENTING 


Planters Interviewed Are Enthusiastic 
and Declare Wheat Can Be Prof- 
itably Raised in Georgia. 


Macon, Ga., June 19.—(Specital.)—There 
will culminate in this city on July 12th a 
movement which means much to the agri- 
cultural interests of Georgia and more par- 
ticularly to the middle and souther section 
of the state. 

Shortly before the last Macon carnival, 
The Macon Telegraph called a meeting to 
be held at the time of the carnival, to which 
all who were interested in the diversifica- 
tion of crops in this section were invited. 
The theme of thé meeting was to be wheat 
and wheat culture, and to add interest to 
the occasion The Telegraph offered prizes 
for the best samples of Georgia raised 
wheat, and the best essay on wheat cultl- 
vation that might be submitted to the 
meeting. 

The first Georgia wheat convention was 
held under this call in the superior court 
room at Macon on October l4th. There was 
a large and representative attendance of 
farmers from some twenty or more coun- 
tiles In middle and south Georgia. 

Pope Brown Presided. 

The convention was presided over by Hon. 
J. Pope Brown, of Pulaski county, prest- 
dent of the State Agricultural Society, and 
one of the most successful planters in the 
state. An interesting and valuable dis- 
cussion of the agricultural situation in 
the south generally, and in this portion par- 
ticularly, marked the proceedings. The 
unanimous consensus of opinion was that 
at the present prices of cotton, current 
methods of agriculture could be followed 
only at a loss, and it was agreed that there 
was no reasonable ground to hope for high- 
er prices for the staple. It was necessary, 
therefore, for the farmers to devote some 
portion of their energies to something be- 
sides cotton. Men like Irving Dennard, of 
Houston; J. W. Skipper, of Bibb, and other 
successful farmers, testified that with the 
right kind of seed and the proper methods 
of cultivation wheat was a safe and profit- 
able crop in middle and south Georgia. Mr. 
Dennard, for example, said that at his 
Houston county mills he had ground for 
customers that year 3,000 bushe@ of wheat 
grown in Dooly, Houston, Bibb and adjoin- 
ing counties and that in his neighborhood 
from seventeen to twenty-three bushels of 
wheat to the acre was not an unusual 
yield. 

As a result of the discussion it was de- 
cided to urge upon the farmers of Georgia 
the necessity of raising more of their food 
at home, and request all who could to put 
in a few acres of wheat the coming season 
so as to demonstrate whether or not it could 
be made a profitable crop. 

The Macon Telegraph’s Offer. 

The chairman was empowered to appoint 
a committee of five to further the objects 
of the meeting. The results of this meet- 
ing were immediate and most gratifying. 
The press of the state, both city and coun- 
try, took up the matter and it was very 
generally and favorably discussed. Pre- 
parations were made fo get proper seed 
and the sale of blue stone took on a boom. 
The Macon Telegraph came out with the 
following announcement at the head of its 


editorial columns: 
“The Telegraph offers to the farmers in 


middle and southern Gvorgia premiums im 


gold as follows: 

“Kor the best 
wheat $100 in gold. 

‘Kor the second best yleld on four acres 
in wheat, $50 in gold. 

‘‘Kor the third best yield on four acres in 
wheat,’ $25 in gold. 

‘Kor the best yield on one acre in wheat, 
$25 in gold. 

‘These offers are open to all the farmers 
in middle and southern Georgia, with the 
least possible restriction. 

‘Those who enter the contest for The 
Telegraph's gold premiums on wheat must 
summon three upright, intelligent and dis- 
interested men who shall meagure the acre- 

and the yield from said acreage, and 
oaths before some officer, qualified 

‘ that purpose, of the accuracy of their 
work.”’ 

When the time for planting wheat came 
it was evident that the discussion which 
had been going on steadily had had a deep 
effect and nearly every farmer of any 
standing throughout this section had put 
in a greater or less acreage in wheat. in 
n.any counties the amount sown was lIim- 
ited only by the amount of seed wheat 
which was produced. 

The season& were not particularly prop!- 
tious, but when harvest time came it be- 
came evident that in at. least a vast ma- 
jority of instances the yield had been more 
than sufficient to demonstrate the ability of 
middle and south Georgia land to raise all 
of the wheat necessary for food. An impor- 
tant and somewhat surprising development 
that there is now a steady profitable 
for a great deal more of the grain 
than was raised in this, the best season in 
the history of Georgia. One farmer near 
this city n carload of wheat for 3909, 
which had cost him not more than $100 to

‘ raise. Mills in Atlanta and Columbus have 


had agents out for a month or more con- 
tracting for all the grain they could get at 
from & to $ cents per bushel, and it is 
safe to say that no middie or south Geor- 
gia farmer who has raised more wheat than 
is necessary for his own use has had any 
difficulty in selling it at a profitable figure. 
Glad He Planted Wheat. 

Among the farmers in this county who 
have gone into the experiment are Mr. John 
M. Moore, who is also a well-known ware- 
house man and a member of the commo 
council of Macon. He says: . 

‘“T am glad I planted wheat. It was a 
profitable experiment. It will be a great 
thing for Georgia if the farmers will con- 
tinue to diversify their crops as they have 
been doing this year. I have never in my 
sixteen years career in business known 
them to be so independent of the money 
lenders. A helpful change is being wrought. 
The lands above Macon are better adapted 
to wheat culture than are our lands. They 
have the clay subsoil, and it does better 
than our sandy lands, but it is well for 
every planter to give it a test. It will pay 
him well for his trouble. I broke my land 
well and sowed a kind of wheat known as 
the blue stem. I have not been troubled 
with rust. I am now harvesting and will 
soon have the grain thrashed out. I am 
told by thé supply houses that their old 
customers are quitting them. The farmers 
are not buying anything either for credit 
or cash.” 

Mr. Julian R. Lane, general manager of 
the Macon and Birmingham railway, its also 
harvesting a fine crop. He had some of it 
sowed in drills with a costly seed drill and 
then harrowed it. Another fleld was sown 
broadcast in the old-fashioned way. THe 
yield from the latter seems to be better 
than that from the ones sown in the drills. 
Two or three kinds of seed were sown, but

Senator Bacon’s Experience. 
Senator Bacon has a fine fleld Just across 
the river, in Baconsfield. He planted it 
just to see if there was anything in the 


suggestion. He is as proud of the results | 


as a man can be. He wiil thrash from 
twenty-five to thirty bushels to the acre. 

Mr. Richard Irwin, of the Hazard dist t, 
planted several kinds, One field has pro- 
duced stalks even six feet high. There are 
four grains to the mesh, whereas three is 
usually considered the limit. Each head 
contains about twenty meshes, making 
eighty or ninety large grains to the head. 
This is the red May seed, which are said 
to be rust proof. It is thought the yeild 
on a half acre patch of this will push 
thirty to thirty-five bushels per acre, while 
the average of large patches will be about 
twenty-five bushels per acre, or possibly 
thirty. 

Captain R. E. Park has 
his stock farm at Holton. 

Mr. Lee Worsham is another leading 
planter whose enthusiasm has been Iincreas- 
ed by the success he achieved in wheat 
growing this year. He said. “I will plant 
no more cotton on my land. I could make 
more money raising wheat straw than I 
could cotton, even if I failed to make a 
arain of wheat.

The Same Land in Wheat. 

“Put the same land in wheat. Say it does 
not yield very well. Your planting will cost 
you $10 for the seed and $10 for the plowing. 
Say the crop is a complete failure and you 
do not raise a pound of straw. You have 
risked $20; in your cotton you risked $90. 
You are out very little Work and very little 
time; but suppose you make a fairly good 
crop. ~ The yield will be twenty or more 
bushels per acre, or 200 bushels for the 
twenty acres. This will sell for 80 or 90 
cents per bushel. But suppose the price 
tumbles down to W cents a bushel, you will 
get $100 for your 20 bushels of wheat. 
The straw sells readily for about ten dol- 
lars per ton, and every acre will easily yiecid 
a ton. But suppose it brings ony $8 a ton. 
This is $80 more for your ten acres of land, 
or $120 from a twenty-dollar investment. 
Say it takes $10 more to harvest it and $10 
to market and grind it. There you will have 
$140 profit out of a twenty-dollar risk. 

“Well, suppose you can't sell your wheat. 
I don’t Lelieve such a thing will ever hap- 
pen. Peope are bound to eat, and the de- 
mand for food stuffs will always be ecod. 
But suppose you couldn't sell it, you have 
nothing. You will have plenty of 
to feed your famly and run on an- 
year. You have not had to work 
like a slave. Your stock has not been 
killed out. Your land is there to raise 
corn or ggass, after your wheat is harvest- 
You couldn't have made anything more 
on it during those months when 
was growing. Why shouldn't 
you plant wheat? I can't see.” 

These are only a few instances in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Macon. They can be 
duplicated in every county in fifty miles of 
this place. 

It will be impossible at this writing to go 
into detall as to the full effects of the wheat 
campaign, but after July 12th something 
more definite will be known.

THE SUICIDE OF “HOBO BOB.” 


Sign Painter in LaGrange Takes an 
Overdose of Morphine.

RECOMMEND PROFESSOR OF PEDAGOGY 


Proposed Revised Schedule of Studies 
Adopted—Professor Morris Grant- 
ed Leave of Absence—Ex- 
ercises at the Chapel 
Yesterday. 


Athens, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—Public 
{Interest now centers In the probable action 
of the board of trustees touching the chair 
of rhetoric and English literature in the 
university, now occupied by Dr. B. F. Riley. 

The issue on the question of vacating 
this chair is up, and it will, in all probabil- 
ity, be settled before tomorrow night. 

In fact, a member of the board intro- 
duced a resolution declaring the chair va- 
cant, but this morning he withdrew it for 
the time being. The inference was that 
something Was transpiring behind the 
scenes that might render the resolution a 
useless step. 

The fight on this line, however, has gone 
60 far that results will necessarily come. 
Dr. Riley has many strong friends on the 
board, and there are some members who do 
not have a high regard for his efficiency. 
He has many frienls among the student 
body. 

Dr. Riley has not yet exactly made up 
his mind as to what steps he will take. He 
is taking the entire matter under careful 
consideration, admitting no charge of in- 
competency made against him, ‘but debat- 
ing his duty as a friend to the university 
of Georgia. 

In all probability this question will be 
passed on tomorrow. It is hy long odds 
the most thoroughly discussed topic on all 
sides today, and the public awaits with in- 
terest the outcome. 

Dr. B. F,. Riley was called to the chair 
of English to succeed the late Professor 
Charles: ‘Morris. At that time he was 
president of Howard college, at Birming- 
ham, Ala. He has been here six years, 
and has done much hard and effective work 
in his department. 

For several sessions there has been an 
ttack on him from several] sources, but he 
has met them and defended his competen- 
cy betore the board of trustees to their 
satisfaction. Now, however, he is debat- 
ing the question brought up by the intro- 
duction of the resolution declaring his 
chair in the university vacant. Hits de- 
cision in this matter will have a great deal 
to do with the final discussion and out- 
come. 

The board of trustees are discussing the 
advisability of making Dr. ‘Riley professor 
of oratory and adding another instructor 
to the English department. The matter 
will be thoroughly discussed and settled 
tomorrow. 

Transactions of the Trustees. 

The board of trustees in their morning 
session passed on a number of important 
matters. 

A committee was appointed to pass on 
the question of different promotions in the 
faculty. : 

The trustees refused to make the atten- 
dance upon morning prayer in the univer- 
&ity optional with the students. 

They recommended the appointment of a 
professor of pedagogy, and that licenses 
to teachers be issued when allowed by 
law. This chair will not be filled, in all 
probability, just now, but a suitable profes- 
sor will be provided at as early a date as 
possible, 

The proposed revised schedule of studies 
requisite to the different degrees in the 
university was adopted. 

A number of small appropriations to the 
different departments were made as re- 
quested. 

The appointment 
Griggs as instructor 
commandant of cadets, 
nent. 

Professor John Morris was granted leave 
of absence for one year after next com- 
mencement. He will spend that year of 
vacation in Europe. 

The board approved the plans of Profes- 
sor Starnes, of the agricultural school, and 
Will give him every aid to make the school 
of agriculture and the experiment farm a 
Model in every way. 

The annual holiday, given on account of 
“field day’’ exercises, was abolished. 

The trustees recommended the establish- 
Ment of a gymnasium, but as there are no 
funds with which to make this recommen- 
dation of force and effect, there is not like- 
ly to-be any gymnasium established unless 
the trustees are provided with the neces-~- 
Sary money by the state legislature. 


The Exercises of the Day. 

The exercises fhis morning at the chapel 
consisted of a symposium, addresses to be 
delivered by three eminent gentlemen on 
the subject, ‘‘The (Benefits to be Derived 
from College Literary Societies.” 

Quite a large and cultured audience was 
Presen: and the speeches were very much 
enjoyed. They ‘were all impromptu, the 
programme having been arranged ‘to fill in 
&@ gap in the exercises caused by the fail- 
Ure of the orator of the day to foe present. 

Hon. P. W. Meldrim’s Address. 

Hon. P. W. (Meldrim, of Savannah, was 
the first speaker. ‘He declared that the 
©Ondition of the university now is incom- 
Darably superier to what it was a few 
Years ago. He believed the faculty was 
Composed of men of the highest character 
and ability. He was satisfied that all 
“round the condition of the university was 
better shan ever before in its history. 'He 

eclared that every department of state 

S0Vernment was favorable to the Universi- 
'y of Georgia. The senate, the house, the 
‘Upreme court and all branches of state 
S0vernment are behind the university. The 
foremost men of Georgia are what they 
are by reason of their scholarship atc- 
Wirred in :his school. The strongest cause 
S0ing to make these men what they are 
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sagen oon iteele known and felt in 
Seniténn’ tan €, whether a man be a pro- 
‘. hal, bus ness or scientific man. Un- 
ss you are able to express yourselves 
Properly you must in a large measure fa!] 
in whatever you undertake. This basis of 
ame got i expression is to tbe honest. Do 
: pt to deceive or delude. There 
ls a personal honesty of thought as well 
asa personal honesty that prevents ordi- 
nary stealing. There should be strength 
of conviction and 4t should res: upon hon- 
esty of purpose. Then you should have a 
tee of the subject upon which you 
Speak. Words in themselves are worthless 
temo! you understand the subject thor- 
shiy. An orderly arrangement of thought 
in connection with debate is indispensable, 
as to be effective you must know how to 
Present it in an orderly manner. Good 
temper should be preserved: abuse is no 
argument; low wit does not illumine; be 
earnest and talk to your \brethren as if the 
world were your audience and your suc- 
cess depended upon you convincing the 
men to whom you speak. Albove ail be 
true to the advancement of the welfare of 
your state and in your every effort be true 
to her interests. Her people are our 
friends. The hands of the people are not 
raised against this institution. The sons 
of Emory and Mercer stand shoulder to 
shoulder with us on the floor of the legisla- 
ture, when sometimes the friends of the 
university shirk in the rear. There is no 
truth in the cry that higher education is 
unpopular in Georgia. There never has 
been a clear cut, forceMle presentation of 
the claims of the university for a specific 
object, but we have won. The success of 
higher education in Georgia depends on the 
educated men of Georgia, and it fails 
unless they have the courage to stand by 
their convictions. To do these things the 
young men of Georgia must cultivate on 
the floors of the literary societies the pow- 
er of correct and forcible expression.

Professor Sylvanus ‘Morris, of the unit- 
versity law school, was the nex: speaker 
introduced. He said that a member of the 
faculty told him when he heard that he 
Was to be a speaker on this occasion he 
looked up the meaning of the word ‘‘sym- 
posium’”’ and found it meant a “‘simpleton- 
foolish.’’ Professor Morris said he knew 
of no reason why he had been chosen to 
Speak unless he was to ve displayed as an 
awful example of a man who had neglect- 
ed his literary societies. There is a great 
deal to be gained by debating in the Hter- 
ary societies. The literary societies are 
doing good work now. The spirit is not 
dead yet. His idea was «hat before you 
begin to speak you should have something 
to say. There are many things which may 
be learned and added to natural gifts, but 
unless tte speaker has something to say 
it js like a man irying to set a hen and 
the hen not ready to set. He is wasting 
his time and ‘bothering the hen. 

Professor Morris said be thought the 
most important thing in a speaker should 
be genuineness. You should nor imitate 
anybody; be yourself and you will be bet- 
ter satisfied with yourself. Imitators gen- 
erally catch the evils and miss the good 
qualities of the men they imitate. An ini- 
tator of (Poe could always get as drunk as 
Poe did, but never could write poetry. 

The day of oratory may be passed, but 
the day of eloquence has not. His idea of 
an eloquent speaker ‘was a @nan who had 
something to accomplish and who spoke 
closely, logically, strong, earnestly, and 
that’s eloquence. 

Hon. Samuel B. Adams’s Address. 

Hon. F. G. duBignon being detained at 
the last moment from participating in the 
exercises, Hon. Samuel B. Adams was 
called frum the audience to the rostrum 
to make a few remarks on the subject un- 
der discussion. He referred with pride to 
the Phi Kappa Society and to the fact that 
he always took an interest in the affairs 
of that society, however feeble his efforts 
may have been. 

Mr. Xdams urged the young men to be- 
come clear speakers. A man has no right 
to say anything unless he says it 
‘‘clearly.”’ To do this he must 
have a clear idea of his subject and what 
he wishes to say. The literary society de- 
velops a man in this direction. Mr. Adams 
said a young man should not study any 
work on oratory. The object of a speaker 
is to persuade or convince. To do that is to 
succeed, and it does not necessarily require 
a study of wratory. It requires a knowledge 
of something to say and the ability to 
state that something clearly, logically and 
convincingly. Without oratory such a 
man can carry conviction to his hearers. 
The literary society, by its debates, 
gives this training to a man. A man ean 
be an eloquent man and not be an orator. 
Eloquence is powerful only ag it is con- 
vincing. In demonstrating this proposition 
he pointed out the late Judge Chisholm, of 
Savannah. 

Mr. Adams then referred to another dis- 
tinguished Georgian, the late General Al- 
exander R. Lawton, of a different type from 
Judgie Chisholm, but still alike in the es- 
sentials of ciear and logical reasoning. He 
never made a point unless there was some- 
thing in it. He rarely spoke over half an 
hour on the most important subjects. He 
spoke clearly, sincerely, earnestly and con- 
vincingly. He illustrated the type of a man 
developed by the training in literary socie- 
ties. 

Sophomore Declamation Contest. 

The sophomore declamation contest oc- 
curred this afternoon at  half-past 4 
o'clock at the chapel, and the young men 
acquitted themselves with great credit. The 
speeches were all applauded to the echo and 
showed not only much natural ability on 
the part of the young men, but aiso the 
fine training they had received.

Cartersville Man Makes Caustic Reply 
to Evangelist.

HEYWARD MADE A TEST CASE 


On the Constitutionality of the Ordi- 
nance of Council. 


EXPRESS COMPANY COULD NOT DELIVER JUGS 


Broughton Said Heyward Ought To Be 
in Hell—Heyward Answers in 
a Circular. 


Cartersville, Ga., June 19.—(Spectal.)—The 
jug ordinance, passed several months ago, 
which prohibits on penalty any person, per- 
sons, corporation or company from ship- 
ping or bringing into the city lMquor or 
other intoxicants and any common car- 
rier from transporting them, is a lively is- 
sue, because of the likelihood of an early 
test of the solidity of the law, and the 
Atlanta evangelist, Dr. Broughton, attack- 
ing a prominent citizen, and it having been 
proven that in so doing he came in contact 
with a very live wire, has not served to 
put any taming touch to the situation. 

It was only last week that J. B. Hey- 
ward decided to order from Atlanta a jug 
of whisky in deflance of the law, which he 
affirmed was unconstitutional. The pack- 
age came by express and was delivered on 
its arrival. A case was made against Mr. 
Heyward and he will be tried before the 
mayor probably next week. 

Dr. L. G. Broughton, who has been with 
Rev. Alex Bealer holding a meeting at the 
Baptist church, atacked Mr. Heyward, say- 
ing among other things, he ought to be in 
the infernal regions. Mr. Heyward, who is 
aman of culture and a very caustic writer, 
letter to Dr. Broughton, which 
he headed with the request that it “be 
read to his audience before his next 
harangue.”’ 

Among the strongest paragraphs in the 
letter are these: 

"Those who know me well, feel sure that 
you have reckoned without your host and 
made an ass of yourself. 

“What do 1 think? Simply that you are 
one of the abnormal development of man- 
kind known as-the nineteenth century evan- 
gelist, who, with plenty of brains without 
heart, plenty of nerve without culture, and 
plenty of zeal without piety, has all the 
usual stock in trade, viz: the insolence nec- 
essary to shock the pious, amaze the good 
and amuse the ignorant. 

‘Let me tell you: the moral forces of this 
world are directed by Christian men—creat- 
ures of your type have no conception of 
what constitutes the character.”

‘‘His infinitesimal moral force renders him 
incapable of understanding my purpose in 
testing the city ordinance in question—that 
it is the feeling ingrained in my nature 
that ‘eternal vigilance 1s the price of lib- 
erty.’ That if the’ privileges of 10,000 Amer- 
ican citizens can be thus trampled on by a 
petty municipal council who do not even 
profess free agency, the question arises, 
what. will be next? 

“Tyranny and priest-craft are the twin 
brothers, who have been the bane of the 
world since the year one; neither did the 
Christian dispensation slack their infernal 
effort@® against freedom—freedom of 
thought, freedom of action, freedom of 
conscience, and the blood of the martyred 
Huguenots flows too blue in my veins not 
to scent their deviltry whether in the per- 
son of Romanist, Episcopalian, Baptist or 
Methodist. They are all alike. It is a 
matter of the ins and outs when it comes to 
the abuse of power.

Brunswick, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
steamer City of Macon case comes up in the 
superior court here Wednesday, and indica- 
tions are for a red hot legal fight. Attorney 
Arthur Dasher, @ Macon, arrived here this 
afternoon and will, with Judge John I. Hall, 
of Macon, test the right of the court here 
to order the money received by Sheriff 
Berrie, at the recent sale of the vessel, to 
be distributed amongst the creditors. At- 
torneys Owen Johnson and Ernest Dart, for 
the Brunswick claimants to the money, will 
fight for its distribution amongst the credi- 
tors. The right of the sheriff to sell the 
property is now being fought before the 
supreme court, and several parties who 
have claims against the money now in the 
sheriff’s hands are waiting for the present 
fight in Glynn court to be settled, that they 
can light on the _ proceeds. Taken al- 
tcgether, the case, which involves only a 
few thousand dollars, is being contested 
about as hard as any ever before the courts 
of Georgia, anc the chances are that no 
one will ever see much of the money after 
the court’s costs, etc., are deducted. In the 
meantime. the Hawkinsville Deep Trans- 
portation Company, which bought the boat, 
is operating it on their line and getting it in 
good shape for the coming fall business.

The Library Site. 

Within a few days the trustees of the 

(Carnegie library wil! decide upon the 
Gite for the new building. 
' In. anticipation of the decision at 
which these gentlemen will arrive, The 
Constitution desires to call for a unani- 
‘mous approval of any selection they 
may make. The trustees have been elect- 
ed by the general council, under agree- 
ment with the members om the Young 
Men’s Library Association, charged with 
the duty of undertaking the manage- 
ment of this important enterprise. They 
are gentiemen of affairs, representing 
almost every interest of the city, and 
can have in view only one object—the 
success of the library. 

One of the first duties which the 
trustees have to meet is the selection of 
a site for the new building. While 
there are many contending claimants for 
recognition, all good, and any one of 
which would be satisfactory, the trustees 
are limited to the selection of but one 
of them, and in making that selection 
they will be guided by their best judg- 
ment for the advancement of the library 
and the convenience of its patrons. The 
trust is a difficult one to fill, and it is to 
be hoped that when the result is made 
known all rivalry will cease and 
that all will unite in upholding the ac- 
tion of their trusted agents. 

That the site will be one central to 
the approach of all parts of the city is as- 
sured, so that any contention as to 
others will be merely personal, and 
should not be permitted to continue. 

——_______¢@—___ —_ 
Iowa in Congress. 

The selection of General Henderson, of 
Iowa, for the speakership calls atten- 
tion to the prominence in house affairs 
of the delegation from that state. 

Next to the delegation from Maine, 
that from Iowa hag been the most prom- 
inent and influential during the past 
two congresses, if not further back. With 
its Big Four—Reed, Dingley, Boutelle 
and Millikin—Maine was easily in the 
lead; and the influence of that state at 
Washington was further emphasized 
with rye and Hale in the senate. It 
Was a combination which accomplished 
everything it set out to accomplish—and 
that was a good deal. The result has 
been that the interests of Maine have 
been nursed and cared for in a way that 
has excited the envy of her sister states 
of New England, and, indeed, of every- 
body else. 

The first break in that delegation came 
in the death of Seth Millikin, perhaps 
the least prominent but by no means 
the least able, of the quartet. Then 
came the irreparable loss to Maine of 
Mr. Dingley, whose leadership wag sec- 
ond only to that of Reed. Now the ex- 
pected retirement of Mr. Reed leaves 
only Boutelle; and so far as its house 
delegation is concerned, Maine has prac- 
tically to begin all over again at the foot 
of the ladder. 

Henderson has been one of the most 
prominent members of the lowa delega- 
tion, but by no means the only one act- 
ive and influential in the affairs of the 
house. There is Hepburn, for instance, 
one of the ablest men in the house and 
one who has a strong individual follow- 
ing. In point of ability Hepburn is 
probably the peer of any man on the 
republican side. Dolliver is the orator 
of the republican side and as such is 
shoved to the front to jump on the men 
on the minority side when they happen 
to be getting under the republican skin. 
Updegraff and Lacey, both strong be- 
cause of the prominent ¢ommittee places 
they hold, are real factors in house af- 
fairs; and then there is Cousins, the only 
Adonis left on the republican side. a 
man who once in awhile shines out. and 
Hull, the head of the committee on mil- 
itary affairs, who hag been particularly 
prominent during the past year of war. 

These ave the best known of the 
Jowans. Each has made impress upon 
Washineton, and so, it might be added. 
has Perkins, though his fame rests prin- 
cipally wpcn his ability to say sharp 
things. ‘The delegation as a whole will 
be found to be the strongest in the next 
congress, not only because of the eleva- 
tion of Mr. Henderson to the speaker- 
ship, but by its own right. 

The secret of this prominence is found 
not so much in the native strength of 
the different men who comprise it as in 
the longevity of their service. These 
states have learned what the south knew 
50 well in the davs hefore the war—that 
it is service which makes men of val- 
ue in the halls of congress. A man with 
fair ability and with an ambition to 


serve his constituents becomes more 
and more valuable the longer he is kept 
at Washington. The real work of con- 
gress is that done in the committees, and 
the longer a man remaing in the senate 
or the house, the better are his commit- 
tee assignments. 

Maine realized this truth fully, and 
was able to keep her delegation there 
intact for a long period of vears. Each 
succeeding congress added to its value. 
Now Iowa ig reaping the reward of fol- 
lowing the same policy. 
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George R. Peck on “‘The Lawyer.” 

The Constitution is in receipt of a 
pamphlet copy of an address recently de- 
livered in Topeka, Kans., by Hon, George 
R. Peck, of Chicago, in which he dis- 
cusses “The Judge, the Lawyer, and the 
Citizen.” 

In placing the lawyer in his proper po- 
sition in relation to our government, Mr. 
Peck is especially happy, answering, as 
he does. misconceived ideas as to the 
part the lawver plays in publie affairs. 
Says he: 

The idea of authority, which was so hard 
for primeval man to grasp, has almost be- 
eome a part of our natures, and we recog- 
nize it not as a surrender of our liberties, 
but as their surest guaranty. The family, 
the clan, the tribe are steps toward the 
highest form of organization, the institu- 
tional government, under which individual 
liberty finds its truest safeguard. The race 
has gone forward by putting upon itself 
the restraint of laws. and only by so doing 
has there been what can truly be called 
progress. 

And this, ge 
profession. that it helped the onward 
movement: helped to hold the ranks to- 
gether under the sway of rules, not always 
clearly specified, and not always, per- 
haps, the wisest or the best, but after their 
fashion establishing the sanctions of hu- 
man conduct in communities, states and na- 
tions. The judges and lawyers who com- 
pose this association stand for something 
more than mere numbers in the affairs of 
the state, for they exercise and have al- 
ways exercised a wider jnfluence than that 
of any other equal number of men. No one 
can deny that their influence has generally 
been wisely and usefully directed. 

In the United States more than anywhere 
else the bar is potential in political affairs. 
Our system of government which makes the 
judiciary a distinct, independent or, to use 
the familiar word, ‘‘co-ordinate’’ branch, 
differs so much from the systems of Eu- 
ropean countries that it is still considered 
by many of their writers as a doubtful 
experiment. As lawyers are officers of the 
courts in which they practice, they are Ina 
certain sense a part of the government. 

Mr. Peck is one of our orators of na- 
tional repute, who handles public ques- 
tions in a broad manner and whose opin- 
ions, therefore, are worthy of perpetua- 
tion. His address in Atlanta, during 
the banquet to President McKinley, is so 
kindly remembered here that words of 
introduction would be unnecessary in 
Georgia. 
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Doing "Em Up Again. 

The returns from the republican pri- 
maries in Pennsylvania indicate that 
the “Old Man” is at it as usual. The 
saintly party of the saintly Mr. Wana- 
maker and the other reformers still re- 
mains in the clutches of the bad Mr. 
Quay. 

Quay has carried the primaries at 
which delegates to the state convention 
were named, capturing all save a few 
counties. The opposition papers have 
had a lot to say about these few—espe- 
cially that in which Governor Bill Stone 
resides—but they seem entirely oblivious 
to the fact that the Boss has carried the 
great majority of the counties and that 
he will name the party’s candidates for 
supreme judge and for treasurer, the of- 
fices to be filled at this election. The 
indications, too, point to further accom- 
plishments by the bad republican leader. 
By suggesting or consenting to the nom- 
ination of Chris Magee’s candidate for 
judge, it looks very much as if the “Old 
Man” has perfected a deal with that re- 
calcitrant leader of Pittsburg and that 
harmony is now in full swing, so far as 
these two exceedingly practical politi- 
cians are concerned. This leaves Mr. 
Wanamaker and his Sunday school 
statesmen out in the cold and may mean 
such a combination as will make possi- 
ble a special session of the legislature 
and the election of Quay. 

In any event, Quay is on top. He may 
be pretty bad, but he is no worse than 
the republican party of Pennsylvania 
which he holds firmly in his grasp. 
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Is This the End of the Conspiracy? 


Our readers have been kept informed 
from time to time of the rise and prog- 
ress of the conspiracy in the navy de- 
partment against Admiral Schley—a 
conspiracy which has for its object the 
glorification of Admiral Sampson ag the 
hero of the Santiago naval battle, al- 
though he was not on the scene and did 
not arrive in the neighborhood of Cer- 
vera’s stranded flagship until an hour 
after the vessel had been driven ashore 
by the Brooklyn and the Oregon. 

Conspicuous among the two or three 
newspapers which have seen proper to 
lend their columns and their influence to 
this effort to ruin the reputation of 
Schley is The New York Sun. From the 
very first, those who have become a 
part of this conspiracy have seen that 
the only way they could exalt Sampson 
in the public estimation was to damage 
the reputation of Schley as an officer 
and a man. 

The first charge made was that he had 
disobeyed orders. In order to make this 
charge, it wag necessary for the navy 
department or Sampson to suppress an 
order which the latter had sent Schley. 
This would have been successful had not 
Schley presented a copy of the order in 
his dispatch book. 

The next step in the conspiracy was to 
show that Schiey, in maneuvering the 
Brooklyn, at the beginning of the chase 
after the Spaniards, was so badly demor- 
alized by the presence of the enemy 
that he sougnt to escape from danger. 
First. there was the circle made by the 
Brooklyn to uncover the Spaniards to 
the guns of the ships following the 
Brooklyn. To make that movement ap- 
pear as the result of demoralization it 
Was necessary for the conspirators to 
make a demand on their imagination, 
and The ‘New York Sun was equal to the 
occasion. That journal printed the fol- 
lowing colloquy in its editorial columns, 
made it the basis of an attack on Ad- 
miral Schley, and has since reproduced 
it with various comments: 

Schley—Hard aport! 

Hodgson—You mean starbdéard. 

Schley—No, I don’t. We are near enough 
to them (the Spaniards) already. 

Hodgson—But we will cut 
Texas. 

Schley—Damn the Texas! 
out for herself. 

It may be asked why the friends of 
Admiral Schley did not deny and de- 
nounce this vicious story when it first 
appeared. For the very good reason that 
the absurdity of the colloquy hardly jus- 
tifles serious attention. An admiral on 
a vessel does not give orders to the of- 
ficers. He makes suggestions to the cap- 
tain, and he instructs his own flag offi- 
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cer what signals to fly, but the vessel he 
uses ag his flagship is under control of 
her captain. Witness Dewey's an- 
nouncement to Captain Gridley: “You 
may fire when you're ready, Mr. Grid- 
ley.” The command here is clothed com- 
pletely by language that appears to be in 
the nature of a differential suggestion. 
It ig a part of the etiquette of the navy; 
and it is not based altogether on official 
courtesy. The captain of a flagship is 
not superseded by the admiral. He is in 
control of his vessel, and all the orders 
to his men are given by him. 

Therefore, it igs impossible that the 
colloquy invented by or for The Sun 
could have taken place, and the friends 
of Schley were in no hurry to deny an 
absurdity so obvious. The Sun, mistak- 
ing this contemptuous indifference for 
some other feeling, continued to repro- 
duce the colloquy at intervals, and final- 
ly accompanied it with a broad intima- 
tion that the story had been authorized 
by Lieutenant Commander Hodgson 
himself. After that, there was but one 
course to pursue. What that course was 
may be inferred from the following brief 
but explicit statement from Lieutenant 
Hodgson: 

tl’. S. S. Brooklyn, Navy Yard, N. Y.., 
June 11, 1899—Dear Admiral Schley: The 
colloquy published in The New York Sun 
and alleged to have taken place between 
you and me on the day of the battle off 
Santiago, July 3, 1898, never occurred. Very 
respectfully, A. C. HODGSON. 

Lieutenant Commander, U. 8S. N. 

What more remains to be said after 
the branding of this canard which The 
Sun has made its own, by repetition if 
not by invention? ‘This would seem to 
put an end to the matter, but The Wash- 
ington Post has discovered something 
that is as discreditable to our New York 
contemporary as the conspiracy against 
Schley is to the navy department. The 
Post learns from trustworthy authority 
that some days before The Sun claimed 
Lieutenant Hodgson as its authority, a 
reporter from that paper visited the 
New York navy yard and heard from 
Hodgson himself that the story had not 
a leg to stand on. 

It is a wonder as wel! as a pity that 
Secretary Long, who 1s said to be a 
broad-minded and generous man, should 
permit himself to be used in this matter 
by a parcel of conspirators who seek to 
reward their friends without regard to 
merit or desert. The scandal created by 
this anti-Schley conspiracy is a disgrace 


to the American navy and the American. 


name. 
From the time when this clique sought 


| to. supplant Dewey with Watson, before 


the blow at Manila was struck, the his- 
tory of its favoritism and its conspira- 
cies against brave and meritorious men 
have been in the nature of flagrant in- 
sults to the people of this country.- It is 
a fact to which any impartial man will 
bear witness that Sampson would stand 
much higher in public estimation than 
he does, or ever will, if he had not been 
made the victim of the navy depart- 
ment’s admiration—an admiration which 
has found sinister and vicious expression 
in the futile efforts of the department to 
destroy the reputation of one of the 
most heroic and efficient officers of the 
navy. 
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To Guard Unprotected Girls. 

A singular congress will meet in Lon- 
don this week, the purpose of which is 
to organize an international system of 
protection for young girls. 

The delegates to this convention have 
been appointed directly by the different 
monarchs of the continent, and every 
European country will be thus officially 
represented save the one in which the 
congress meets. Lord Salisbury has 
promised to keep unofficially advised of 
what is going on, however, and will study 
out the reforms to be suggested later on. 

The necessity for this congress grows 
out of the increasing traffic in young 
girls, and especially from the continent 
into England for immoral purposes. 
There is scarcely an emigrant party of 
peasants but is watched by the agents 
of English brothels for the purpose of 
securing good-looking girls. The trade 
is but a continuation of the one so fully 
uncovered years ago in London by Mr. 
W. T. Stead, when he charged leading 
noblemen with participation. For his 
pains he was sent to prison, while the 
real lawbreakers continued to flourish as 
usual. 
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The Coming Wheat Convention. 

The ‘Wheat Convention, which is to be 
held at Macon on the 12th of July, prom- 
ises to be an event of much importance 
to the farmers of Georgia and, indeed, 
to the state at large. 

The story of the immegiate inspiration 
of this movement is interestingly told 
in our news columns. It is, in fact, one 
of the valuable developments of the can- 
vass in favor of diversification of crops 
which The Constitution has been car- 
ryving on for a long time and to the 
needs of which the farmers of Georgia 
are rapidly awakening. The raising of 
wheat in this state has passed beyond 
the stage of experiment. The experi- 
ence of many of the most progressive 
farmers shows that excellent results can 
be obtained in this line in most sections 
of Georgia, and we expect that the re- 
ports to be made at the Macon conven- 
tion will not only be of value to the in- 
divdual farmers but will clear forever 
the doubts that have existed in Georgia 
minds as to the wisdom of breaking the 
shackles of devotion to cotton as the 
one and only crop. 

The Constitution takes pleasure in 
commending the prominent part The Ma- 
con Telegraph has taken in the inaugur- 
ation of this Wheat Convention move- 
ment, and urges upon the press of the 
state, particularly the country press, the 
wisdom of keeping the matter before the 
people. The newspapers have a great 
work to perform on this line. It is up- 
on them that the work of education must 
to a large degree depend. The press 
as a whole is an earnest advocate of sen- 
sible diversification of the crops, and 
they will doubtless all join hands in 
keeping this wheat movement to the 
front. 

The Wheat Convention is in excellent 
hands, and it deserves every success.

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THE CRISIS IN SOUTH AFRICA, 


In London they are expecting a clash 
over the Sotth African republic un'ess 
President Kruger backs down entirely 
from the position he has so far taken. Hen- 
ry Norman, the best known of the men 
who write to American papers from 
abroad, describes the situation in his cable 
letter to The New York Times. The dis- 
patch from Sir Alfred Milner, which the 
foreign office gave out on Thursday last, 
has added greatly to the gravity of the 
situation in the Transvaal. Hitherto, says 
Mr. Norman, the high commissioner has 
maintained a scrupulously cautious atti- 
tude and has even subjected himself to hos- 
tile criticism by throwing cold water upon 
the acts of the Uitlander population in the 
Transvaal. Now ‘he puts the whole case 
logically, convincingly and even passion- 
ately. The situation is worse, it appears, 
than the country had supposed. For ex- 
ample, as cableg last week, we all be- 
lieved the shooting of Edgar was an inci- 
dent in a drunken brawl. Now we learn 
from Secretary Chamiberlain’s reply to 
High Commissioner Milner that the Boer 
police broke into the house of Edgar, @ 
respectable Biitish workman, in the mid- 
die of tthe night to arrest him without a 
warrant, for an alleged offense committed 
some time previously. When he resisted 
this illegal arrest they shot him dead, and 
a iboer judge and jury approved their ac- 
tion. 

Another example of the Boer méthods is 
the murder of Mrs, Appelbe, the wife of a 
Wesleyan missionary, who had attacked 
the illicit @grink traffic. No police action 
followed this outrage. Again, Field Cornet 
Lombard entered the houses of a number 
of colored British subjects at night with- 
out @ warrant, dragged them from their 
beds, had the men beaten and kicked and 
treated the women with such cruelty that 
one was prematurely confined and a child 
died of fright. consequence of the 
pressure brought to bear, Lombard was 
suspended, but subsequently was rein- 
stated. The case for intervention, Sir Ai- 
fred Miiner says. ‘is overwhelming. He 
adds: ‘““Dhe spectacie of thousands of 
British subjects kept permanently in the 
position of helots, constantly chafing under 
undoubted grievances and calling vainly to 
her majesty’s government for redress, does 
steadily undermine the influence and tepu- 
tation of Great Britain and the respect 
for the British government within the 
queen's dominions.” 

The seriousness of the crisis is shown 
by the fact of the KRritish government pub- 
lishing such a dispatch as this which, from 
another point of view, is also unprecedent- 
ed. Sir Alfreqg Milner, as high 
sioner for South Africa, is an independent 
official, responsible only to the British 
government, but as the governor of Cape 
Colony he is supposed by the constitutional 
theory to act upon the advice of his gov- 
ernment, which at the present moment is 
Afrikander or Lnglish-speaking Dutch. 
Yet, in this dispatch he states that “‘lan- 
guage is frequently used which seems to 
imply that the Dutch have some superior 
right, even in this colony, to their fellow- 
citizens of English birth. Thousands of 
men, peaceably disposed, and, if let alone, 
perfectly satisfied with their position as 
British subjects, are being drawn into the 
disaffection and there is a corresponding 
exasperation on ‘the side of the British.” 
Already members of the cape ministry are 
protesting against this implication of dis- 
linyalty, and ft is quite possible that 
ficial notice will be taken of Sir Alfred 
M'iner’s words. 


AS a 
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impossible to exaggerate the seri- 
ousness. of such an incident in a British 
colory. Were Sir Alfred an excitable or 
inexp«'ienced man, his recall would be in- 
evitabie. He is, however, the exact contra- 
ry, and commands profound and universal 
respect and confidence. ‘Therefore, The 
Saturday Review is well advised when it 
Says that the Transvaal question can now 
be settled only in one of three Ways: 
First, by whe sacrifice of Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner; second, by the tmmediate admission 
of a large number of Uitlanders to the 
franchise; or, third, by the armed inter- 
vention of Grert Britain. The first is in- 
conceivable, the second is improbable and 
the third, in the absence of the other two, 
is certain. The London papers have 
warned their war correspondents to be 
ready to start for the cape, and at Lioyds 
great insurance center 12% per cent assur- 
ance against war witmn three months has 
been paid by mbmbers of the stock ex- 
change, and 2 per cent on the insurance of 
buildings in Johannesburg for three 
months,

‘‘Nevertheless,’’ Mr. Norman adds, “war is 
not in sight. Already President Kruge- 
has begun to move. He now denies that 
the arbitration of a foreign power was 
made a condition precedent to the exten- 
sion of the franchise, which it certainly 
was. He also offers to increase the num- 
ber of representatives from the gold fields 
districts, and adds that participation in 
the Jameson raid be no bar to enfranchise- 
ment—all this in spite of the fart that on 
his return he said that there may be war. 
But I will give no more. The pressure by 
the British government will continue. Pos- 
sibly before long this may take the shape 
of a movement of troaps to South Africa. 
Already the more thoughtful of the Boers 
are beginning to say that they have had 
enough of tthe agitation. It must be re- 
membered, too, that the whole question 
may at any moment take a g°eat step for- 
ward by the acquisition of Delagoa bay hy 
tits country. Only certain combined per- 
sonal ang pecuniary considerations in Port- 
ugal, about which it would be indiscreet 
to say more, block the way.”’

Alcohol Is Defended. 

The experiments made by Professor W. 
O. Atwater, of Wesleyan university, be- 
Sides exciting an unusual degree of in- 
terest also have ‘been more or less dis- 
cussed among medical men of Baltimore. 
Dr. William Welch, Johns Hopkins profes- 
sor of pathology, said: 

“What Dr. Atwater’s work shows Is that 
alcohol, in itself, is not a poison. He clear- 
ly proves that smail doses of it are con- 
Sumed in the circulation as any other food. 
Larger doses—the part not consumed—have 
disease effects on the body. This, of 
course, was understood before, having 
Deen shown to be the case with animals: 
but the recen: work fixes it. The teaching 
that alcohol is poison is a favorite with 
Some sohools of temperance, and it has 
been introduced by them into the public 
schools of many of the states, where it 
holds more than its share of space in the 
text books. This is wrong. There are 
Sounder arguments for temperance which 
are not founded on unsound Statements.”’ 

Dr. Thomas 8S. Latimer, professor of 
Principles and practice of medicine in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, said: 

“Alcohol has always been regarded as a 
producer of heat and energy. The new eXx- 
periments confirm the view. It may ‘be 
used with great advantage as a food in 
Cases Where other substances would not be 
So easily absorbed, but it cannot supply 
the place of albuminous or starchy foods.”

ence. At present he occupies 4 seat in the 
French senate and enjoys wide popularity 
with the masses. In addition to his legis- 
lative experience, which covers a period of 
more than twenty years, he has repeatedly 
held cabinet positions. He has been a re- 
publican from the outset of his career, and 
any cabinet which he forms will he avow. 
edly favorable to the working of justice ty 
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WALDECK-ROUSSEAU. 


His father before him was a 
and a representative of the 
French people. The present politician chose 
his father’s profession, the law. He was 
born on December 2, 1846, and made his de- 
but in political life on April 6, 1879, when 
he was elected to the chamber of deputies, 
In 1881 he was re-elected by a big majority 
over the royalist candidate, and in the 
Gambretta cabinet he held the portfolio 
of the interior. In that position he distin- 
guished himself for his attempts to with- 
stand the exercise of political influences 
upon the administration of his department. 
He again became minister of the interior 
in Ferry’s cabinet in 1885, being an import- 
ant personage in that administration. He 
remained in the chamber of deputies or in 
the senate until 1889, when he retired for a 
time. Since 1886 he has practiced law in 
Paris. handling some of the most important 
cases of the time, and gaining fame as one 
of the strongest advocates and lawyers in 
France.

Marcus Daly, of Montana, has sold his in- 
terest in the celebrated Anaconda Mining 
Company to an eastern syndicate headed 
by John D. Rockefeller for $23,000,000. This 
Sale of property leaves Mr. Daly nothing 
in Montana but his Bitter Root stock farm, 
which is comparatively of small value, 
Mr. Daly pledges himself not to engage 
again in copper mining in Montana; and he 
also agrees to remain in charge of the af- 
fairs of the company for one year, in order 
to properly wind them up. When he can- 
cels this observation he will immediately 
start upon a tour of the globe. Two part- 
ners have been associated with Mr. Daly 
in the ownership of the Anaconda Mining 
Company, viz: J. B. Haggan and Lloyd 
Tevis. of California, who likewise sell out; 
but their interest is much smaller than that 
of Mr. Daly. ‘Twenty-eight years have 
elapsed since Mr. Daly went to Walkerville, 
Mont., to manage the Alice claim, jointly 
owned by himself and the Walkers, of Salt 
Lake City. Utah. In 1880 he laid the foun- 
dation of his immense fortune by selling 
his share of the Alice to the Walkers for 
$80,000. With the money thus secured he 
purchased a half interest in the Interest 
and in the St. Fawrence, which adjoined 
it on the east. His partner was Charleg

Larrabee. In 1882 Larrabee sold his entire 
interest and Daly sold half of this half to 
George Hearst and J. B. Haggan. Hearst 
was dealing for himself, but Lliovd Tevis 
was pointly interested with Haggan. The 
properties were consolidated and numerous 
nearby chiims were purchased, together 
with coat and timber lands. From a strug- 
gling village of 200 or 300 houses Butte sud- 
denly developed into a bustling city. The 
mines paid enormous dividends from the 
start, in addition to leaving enough money 
in the treasury to pay for improvements. 
Since that time the company has added 
mine after mine to its holdings, built the 
town of Anaconda, that a few years ago 
was the competitor of Helena for the capi- 
tal of the state, erected immense smelters 
and became a dominant force in the indus- 
trial and political life of the state.

Prevented him from contributing to maga 
zine literature a swarm of invaluable brief 
essays, and from bringing out from time 
to time books such as “The Richt of Pri- 
vate Property in War.” “Consulates an 
Ccnsular Jurisdiction in the Orient,” “Re-

Wilkinson is feasible and desirable. 

A number of well-known citizens were in- 
terviewed yesterday and the vast majority 
were in favor of just such an arrangement 
as presented in The Constitution Sunday. 
They expressed themselves as delighted 
vith the suggestion of Mr. Wilkinson, es- 
pecially since it was based upon the ideas 
of the men most interested. 

The viaduct seems to be the most plausi- 
ble and most convenient solution of the 
problem, according to the men cognizant 
of the situation, and a majority of At- 
lanta’s business men take the same view. 
Especially strong on this line are those 
mst interested—for instance, George F., 
fett, who will build a handsome building

Among those who express themselves as 
favorably impressed with a plan on the 
line of Mr. Wilkinson’s sketch are the fol- 
bwing named gentlemen: 

EC. PETERS—I regard The Constitu- 
tion’s scheme for a new depot and tiaduct 
as a most excellent one. I have always 
favored a plan very similar to that sug- 
gested by Artist Wilkinson. The only 
thing that I object to in The Constitu- 
tion’s drawing is that there is no drive- 
way from the viaduct to Pryor and Loyd. 
This, I think, is essential, and would not 
only help the property on this street, but 
would save the necessity of coming around 
from Pryor to siarietta in order to reach 
Whitehall. With this single exception, I 
like the scheme very much. The viaduct 
would be the means of improving property 
on Whitehall street considerable, and 
Many handsome buildings would be sure 
to result.

DR. JOE JACOBS—The entire solution of 
the depot problem is in the plans of Ar- 
tist Wilkinson. The main points are cer- 
tainly covered admirably, and if there are 
details to consider, they can be met and 
overcome without difficulty. It is a capital 
idea and one that appeals to every one. 
The perspective as presented shows just 
what is proposd and can be understood 
at a glance. The objections to all the 
other plans seem to have been met in a 
clever manner and if these plans are prac- 
tieable, which they certainly appear to be, 
then they simply do away entirely with 
the problem which has confronted the city 
for years. 


Cc. M CANDLER—The Constitution's 

drawing of a proposed polution of the de- 
pot problem certainly looks well on pa- 
per. I am not enough of an architect to 
known exactly how feasible it is, but I see 
no reason why the plan could not be car- 
ried out. 
I think that a viaduct built from Marietta 
street to Alabama street the only solution 
of the problem, and have always thought 
so. I never have advocated lowering the 
tracks for any considerable distance 
from the city. 
Speaking for Mr. George W. Scott, I know 
that he favors the viaduct. I also know 
that he will refuse to discuss the question 
of improving his property on the corner 
of Whitehall and Alabama streets until 
this question is definitely disposed of. 

F. J. PAXION—I think the plan brought 
out in The Constitution Sunday is by 
long odds the best suggestion that has 
been made with reference to the depot 
problem. I agreefully with those prop- 
emy owners near the Whitehall crossing, 
that the plan suggested, if carried out, 
will certainly teng to increase the value 
of the property. 

CAPTAIN W. H. BROTHERTON-—I be- 
lieve that the suggestion of The Consti- 
tution is the only solution of the depot 
problem, and what is of equal impor- 
tance, the Whtiehail street crossing. It 
is evident that something must be done 
with the crossing at once. A viaduct 
would enhance the value of the property 
along Whitehall and Peachtree, rather 
than diminish it. While the plan is a 
fine one with reference to Whitehall, I 
have always been in favor af building 
the union station at the Mitchell street 
crossing. 

W. H. PATTERSON—The viaduct solution 
has presented itself to me as the only 
feasible one, and the drawing in The 
Constitution Sunday expressed just about 
my idea of where the depot should be 
Jocated. In the first place it will enable 
the city to get rid of the old rickety 
buildings near tthe crossing, and substi- 
ftudte |therefor substafitial, businesslike 
Structures. The city of Baltimore was 
faced some years ago with the same 
problem we are now working on—the 
railroads entering the city were on a 
grade with the street, and the larger the 
city grew the greater menace the tracks 
became to the place. Now I understand 
there are miles and miles of tunneis in 
Baktimore which the roads were com- 
pelled to build, or else raise the tracks 
above the grade of the streets. 

FRANK HAWKINS, president of Third 
National bank—I have maintained all 
along that the union station should run 
up to Whitehall street, and with a via- 
duct crossing at the entrance of the de- 
pot, it seems to me the plans would be 
complete. In regard to the property at 
and near the crossing, it is known that 
the bridge over Forsyth street made un- 
tenable storehouses desirable, and like- 
wise advanced their value, and it would 
certainly do the same thing for the prop- 
erty at Whitehall, should it be determined 
to build the viaduct. 

G. BE. JOHNSON-—I was struck with the 
idea when I saw the plan for a depot in 
Sunday’s paper that it was the best all- 
round suggestion I had ever seen regard- 
ing the depot. The Constitution is doing 
a great work for the depot, and if suc- 
cessful will deserve most of the praise. 

ROBY ROBINSON—I think the yiaduct 
solution as pictured in The Constitution 
Sunday is the correct solution of the de- 
pot problém and I would like to see it 
consumated. I believe that the value of 
the adjoining property would fbe en- 
hanced and that it would result in great 
benefit to the city. 

L. M. TRAMIMBUL, Chairman Railroad 
Commission—The Constitution’s artist, 
Mr. Wilkinson, has caught the right idea 
about the union station. That picture in 
Sunday’s Constitution gave a good idea 
of what a viaduct over Whitehall and a 
new union passenger station extending 
from Whitehall to Loyd ‘would look like. 
If the city ‘will build that viaduct the 
roads will build a handsome station and 
Atlanta will leap forward twenty-five 
years. It will be worth twenty-five years 
to Atlanta, ‘Colonel Trammell repeated. 
He is a strong advocate of a new union 

passenger station on the present site. He 

is confident that the roads will build if the 
city will construct the viaduct and the 

state will close Pryor street, putting a 

subway under the tracks there for the 

accomodation of pedestrians. 

The new station case is set for a hearing 
before the ‘commission one week from to- 
day. 

The roads have said that they cannot do 
any more ‘without the co-operation of the 
city and the state. They placed themselves 
in the hands of the commission the last 
time the case was before the board. It 
was then that the mayor and the city at- 
torney asked for time to return to council 
and get further instructions.

FOR CITY LIGHTS 


The Arbiters Mate Thelr Repor 
lo the City Council 


NEARLY 6 PER CENT PROFIT 


Arblters Did Not Regard This as Too 
Great a Profit 


COUNCIL T8 ASK FOR LIGHTING BIBS 


Councilman Hammond Shows His Hen- 
esty by Paying for Paving in 
Front of His Mpuse—Other 
Routine Matters Be- 
fore Council. 


With the exception of the mayoralty 
sensation, there was very little of great 
importance before the city council yester- 
day afternoon. 

Chief among the features was the re- 
port of the arbitration board recently ap- 
pointed to look into the question of street 
lighting and ascertain if the price now be- 
ing paid the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany by the clity should be reduced. The 
arbiters reported in favor of the present 
prices. 

In the original contract with the city it 
is stipulated that such an arbitration shall 
be held this year. The price of lights 
coulg be decreased, but not increased. The 
city therefore had all to gain, and noth- 
ing to lose. The result is that the munic- 
pality will gain nothing, because the at- 
biters have agreed that the Georgia 
Electric Light Company is not making any 
too much profit out of its contract. The 
figures show that the company is mak- 
ing not quite 6 per cent on its investment. 

E. W. Dutton was the arbiter for the 
city, and Joseph A. McCord represented 
the electric light company. These gentie- 
men have done their work efficiently and 
Satisfactorily. 

Following is a section from their report: 

‘Regarding the question of profit or in- 
terest on the capital invested, we have ai- 
lowed for this, 6 per cent, which we con- 
sider a low rate for capital invested in a 
manufacturing business. Upon the amount 
invested, the rate would produce $13,833.32, 
which per are lamp of 2,000 candle power, 
is $15.98, or a total of $35,834 per arc lamp 
for fixing charges. Adding this amount to 
that obtaineg above for operating expenses, 
Wwe have: 

Cash outlay for producing one 2,000 
candle power arc light.. .. «$48,560 
Depreciation on »nlant at 74% per cent 

per 2,000 candle power arc light.. 19,904 
Interest on investment at 6 per cent 

per 2,000 candle power are light.. ..

“The city of Atlanta is now paying the 
following prices for its public lights: For 
arc lights of 2,000 candle power, $8) per an- 
num, and for series incandescent lights of 
seventy-five candle power, $35 per annum. 
Of the former there are now in use 63, 
which, at $8 each equals $53,890; and 475 
series incandescent lights at $35, equals 
$16,625, or a total of $70,515, which divided 
by 868, shows $81,238 as the amount actu- 
ally paid to the Georgia WMiectric Light 
Company per arc light of 2,000 candle pow- 
er, This, as you will note, is $3.16 less 
than the amount we agreed upon as the 
cost price. From the data which we have 
been able to obtain frem other places, no- 
tably from the Detroit municipal lighting 
plant, we fing that the cost of plant per 
are light averages about $300 per arc light 
of 2.000 candle power, and and that the cost 
of manufacturing is also greater per are 
light than the present cost to the city of 
Atlanta. This information was obtained, 
to serve as a check on the figures here- 
with submitted.”’ 

The report of the arbiters was sent to 
the electric light committee, where it wll 
be carefully considered ait the next meet- 
ing, and no dowbt reported favorably to 
the council. 

Councilman Thomson introduced a reso- 
lution requiring the council to ask for bids 
for street lighting for one, three and five 
years. The object is to get competitive 
bids after the expiration of the present 
contract next year, and if possible decrease 
the price of lights. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

Hammond Makes Payment. 

The*council was treated ito a very unusual 
display of real honesty by one of its mem- 
bers yesterday afternoon.

Reduction of Cotton Acreage. 

“We are glad to announce a reduction of 
the cotton acreage, not only in Georgia, but 
throughout the entire belt. There 
has also been a reduction in the amount of 
tommercial fertilizers used. While the re- 
Guction of cotton acreage has not been as 
large as we might have wished, still we 
have made a good showing. For the season 
of 1897 and 1898. Georgia used up to June l, 
1898, about 423,000 tons of commercial fertil- 
izers. For the season of 189 and 1899 Geor- 
gia used up to June 1, 1899, about 335,000 tons, 
or 21 per cent less than last season. Last 
Beason Georgia spent tha enormous sum, in 
round numb: rs, of $5,500,000 for commercial 
fertilizers. For this season Georgia spent 
wbout .$6,750,000 for commercial fertilizers. 
Thus about $1,750,000 have been saved io the 
farmers of this state. We must not forget 
that a considerable amount of ihe fertilizers 
for this season was used in the increased 
acreage of wheat, for by reference to our 
Crop reports it will be that the wheat 
and corn acreage has been materially in- 
Creased. Hence we can safely estimate that 
the amount of commercial fertilizers has 
been reduced 25 per eent as applied to the 
cotton crop alone. We note with pleasure 
that other have reduced their 
cotton acrezge. In our judgment, the re- 
duction of the cotton acreage in some of the 
Slates is greaiar than is shown by the re- 
tts of the United States agricultural de- 
in, and those issued by Latham, 
Alexander & Co. We have been in direct 
cCmmunication with the departments of 
@griculture for the various cotton produc- 
Ing states, and from the information re- 
ceived from such sources we are led to be- 
lieve that the cotton acreage for the entire 
Cotton belt has been reduced at least lo 
ber cent this season. We are mindful that 
Cther sources place this reduction at only 
10 per cent, but we believe that time wiil

SITE COMMITTEE TO REPORT 
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Three Sites, It Is Understood, Are 
Looked Upon with Favor. 


BOARD WILL CONVENE AT 5 O'CLOCK 


The Session Will Be of Unusual Inter- 
est and All Trustees Are Expect- 
ed To Be Present. 


The trustees of the Carnegie Free Library 
will probably select a site for the new li- 
brary building this afternoon. 

A meeting of the board of trustees will be 
held this afternoon at 5 o’clock in the 
Young Men’s Library building and at that 
time the report of the committee on build- 
ings and grounds will be heard. 

The committee has heard from a number 
of property owners and several beautiful 
and central lots have been offered for the 
building. The matter has been discussed 
by the committee and it is understood that 
an agreement as to the site to be recom- 
mended has been reached by the members 
of the committee. 

The question of selecting a site for tho 
library was one of the most important, as 
well as one of the’most difficult tasks as- 
sumed by the trustees, and the matter has 
been given a great amount of careful con- 
sideration. 

It seems likely that one of three lots 
will be recommended to the board by the 
committee and the one selected by the 
committee wil doubtless be accepted by the 
board, . 

The three lots are the present site of ths 
Young Men's Library, the lot at the corner 
of Church and Forsyth streets and the lot 
at the corner of Pryor and Mitchell streets. 

Each of these centrally locate’ 
and all are suitable for the purpose, al- 
though there has been some discussion as 
to whether or not the site of the present 
library is sufficiently large for the new 
building. 

The meeting of the trustees this after- 
noon is for the purpose of hearing from 
the committee on buildings And grounds 
and it is doubtless if any great amount 
of other business will be transacted at 
this time. 
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“Saints and Sinners,’ an

Judge Candler Disposed of Many Cases 
Yesterday. 


W. E. Walton, Colored. 
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GOT TWENTY-FIVE YEARS ON THREE CHARGES 
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Henry Westmoreland Sent Up for 20 
Years on Two Charges of Assault 
with Intent To Murder. 


Judge John S., Candler disposed of twen- 
the criminal branch of 
the court yesterday. This is an 
unusual and Judge Candler thinks 
that at the same rate he will complete the 
entire docket by tomorrow, 

The heaviest sentence imposed was for 
twenty-five years. This upon 
W. E. Walton, a negro, charged with five 
separate cases of burglary and one case of 
assault intent to murder. When the 
trial was called Walton pleaded guilty to 
two charges of burglary and the charge of 
assault with intent to murder. The other 
charges were not pressed, 

The next heaviest sentence was that im- 
posed upon Henry Westmoreland, charged 
with two cases of assault with intent to 
murder. The received twenty 
years, ten years in each case. Westmoreland 
stated that he was perfectly willing to 
plead guilty to the charges and his only 
regret was that he had failed in his at- 
tempts. 

He shot both his wife and his mother-in- 
law on May 24, and claimed that they had 
made life a burden to him. He asserted 
that it was simply a case of too much 
mother-in-law, and that he could not stand 
the impositions he claimed they had prac- 
ticed upon him, 

The case of Zettaford Perkerson, charged 
with being an accessory in the killing of 
Eugene Jackson with a baseball bat, was 
6tricken from the docket until such time as 
Frank Johnson, the one charged with the 
killing, has been captured. 

Captain Dozier pleaded guilty to assault 
with intent to murder and was given four 
years. Charles and James Bailey, both 
charged with larceny from the house, were 
given twelve months each. Tom Burke and 
Arthur Battle, charged with burglary, but 
which charge was changed to misdemeanor, 
received twelve months each. 

Ed Afllen was found not guilty of being a 
receiver of stolen goods, and on account of 
the fact that John Lewia was not ten years 
old, he was acquitted of the charge of 
burglary. Charles Lumpkin was found gull- 
ty of burglary, but was .ecommended to the 
mercy of the court. He received twelve 
months, 

Charles Henderson recetved twelve months 
for stealing a bicycle and being found guil- 
ty of larceny. Robert Hill was sent up for 
nine months, For enatching a purse from a 
lady on the etreet, Burke Murphy received 
twelve months. 

Will Nixon pleaded guilty to burglary and 
was sentenced to twelve months, while the 
jury in the case of John Hanson, charged 
with larceny after trust, brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty.

He says that they 
move about and change their names every 
month.
